Bank Of Montreal Annual Meeting | 


| Meeting Marked By Many Important 
Developments 

The 111th annual meeting of the} 
Bank of Montreal, held av the bead 
oince, Was marked by a number of 
imporiant incidents and develop- 
mente Sincere expressions of re- 
gret were made at the absence or Sir 
Vincent Meredith, Charman of the 
Board, who had presided at the An- 
nual Meeting ot the Bank for so 
many years, ' 

Or special importance was the an- 
nounceient of an increase in the 
authorized capital from  $31,1/5,000 
to $50,000,000, No intimation was 
given of the amount that would be 
issued at the present time. 

Sir Charles Gordon, president of 
the Bank, presided for the first time. 
In his address to sharenolaers, he

said, in part! 
“Reviewing the business situation | 
in Canada, one cannot but remark 


how rap.dly the basic sources of our 
nationar wealth are widening. ‘The 
concurrence of a wide variety of raw 


mater with water powers on a 
truly gigantic senle gives Canada 
extraoramary opportunities for all- 


round devesopmenr, and the fact that 
these Opportunities are now being 
realized is resulung in the establisn- 
ment of primary enterprises involv- 
ing large investments of capital and 
contributing in marked degree to the 
general activity. 

“There seems to be a somewhat 
widespread idea that Canadian banks | 
have transferred large amounts of 
money to New York tor employment 
in call loans. That notion is wholly 
erroneous. The policy of the Bank 
of Montreal, and I may say I believe 
this applies to all Canadian banks, | 
has long been to carry in New York 

substantial proportion of ready re- 
serves or quick assets. No funds, 
however, are ever transferred to New 
York or London to be loaned on call 
until every legitimate need of our 
own country has been carefully ex- 
amined and, if at all possible, com- 
plied with. Our loans there have 
been less than they were a year ago.” 

Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, 
general-manager of Bank of Mon- 
treal, reviewing the business of the 
Bank, said in part: 

“Canada as a whole has enjoyed 
more prosperity than ever before. At 
the commencement of 1928 a succes- 
sion of good harvests had already 
placed the country on a prosperous 
footing, and the position has been 
further improved this year hy good 
average yields of the staple crops 
in all the older provinces, while the 
Prairie Provinces have far surpassea 
their previous records. In Industrias 
activity an extraordinary enlarge- 
ment has shown itself in construc- 
tion works, Many being of a most im- 
pressive character, These include 
the further exploitation of those 
great natural assets, water powers, 
minerals, and forests. Also, we have 
seen a further increase in revenue 
from the tourist trade, now ranking 
nigh among Canada's business activ- 
ities. 

“These factors have put large sums 
of money into general circulation, 
they have increased the demands up- 
on many of our industries, and haye 
created the highest scale of employ- 
ment since the War. Particularly in 
the two chief industrial provinces, 
Quebec and Ontario, manufacturing 
has been on an unprecedented scale, 
despite exceptions in a few lines ow- 
ing to outside competition, 

“In Western Canada the year has 


been remarkable, not only for the 
record grain crops in the Prairie 
Provinces, but also for a reduction 


in harvesting cost per bushel, due 
chiefly to good weather and partly 
to the growing effectiveness of agri- 
cultural machinery, 

“The relative decline of rural popu- 
lation, often the subject of comment, 
is partly attributable to the growing 
production per man-power brought 
about by machinery, The varied 
labour-saving equipment increasingly 
used on farms all over Canada both 
enlarges the productive capacity and 
improves the living conditions of our! 
rural population, | 

“These developments show the 
Canadian farmer today as a man of 
affairs who is rapidly bringing his 
methods up to the standard of high- 
ly developed urban industries,

The Birth Of Jesus At Bethlehem, 
verses 1-7,.-When Caesar ordered 
the enrollment of every one in the 
Roman Empire, the people of Pales- 
tine went each to “his own city” to 
be enrolled, Bethlehem had been the 
home of David, their ancestor, and 
therefore Mary and Joseph went 
from Nazareth of Galilee, where they

The Story Of the Shepherds and

And even now the Armen- 
jan church keeps Christmas Day in 
January, on the day when the rest 
of Curistendom is keeping a different 
festival, that of the Epiphany. 

Christmas Day commemorates the 
hirth of Christ, but the actual day 
and month of that event is not 
known, December 25 is not the actual 
date.

SOUR MILK CAKE 


| 
1 cup sugar. 
1 egg. 
1 large lump butter. 
1 large lump lard. 
Miv well together, then add 
1, cup baking molasses. 
teaspoon baking soda _ disolved 
in 14 cup of sour milk, 
full cup sour milk. 
teaspoon cinnamon. 
teaspoon nutmeg. 
teaspoon cloves. 
1, cup floured, seedless raisins. 


2 cups sifted flour. 


Mix all together and bake in a me- 
, dium oven about twenty-five min- 
utes. 


RAISIN POLENTA 
cup cornmeal, 
3 cups boiling water. 
14 tablespoon salt, 
1 tablespoon fat, 
1 small chopped green pepper. 
1, pound chopped round steak. 
1% cup puffed@@aisins. 
2 cups tomato sauce. 

Add cornmeal slowly to _ boiling 
water, stirring constantly to prevent 
lumping. Add 14 teaspopon salt and 
cook 10 minutes. Melt fat in small 
frying pan, add chopped pepper and 
simmer a few minutes with pan cov- 
ered, temove cover and add chop- 
ped meat and 14 teaspoon salt; cook, 
stirring constantly, until red color of 
meat has disappeared. Heat food 
chopper in boiling water and put 
raisins through, using medium cut- 
ter, Add raisins and tomato sauce to 
meat mixture. In a greased baking 
dish put half of cooked cornmeal. 
Then pour in the meat and tomato, 
and put the rest of the cornmeal on, 
top. Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees F.), 30 to 40 minutes.
